Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  forward  you  my  Report  for  the  Twelve  Months 
ending  December  31st,  1908. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  District,  according  to  the  census 
of  1901,  was  9,020,  and  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year 
1908  was  10,200. 

AREA. 

The  total  area  of  the  District  is  4,711  acres. 

BIRTHS. 

Three  iiimdred  and  ninety-two  births  have  been 
registered,  an  increase  of  58  upon  that  of  last  year,  and 
gives  a birth  rate  of  38*43  per  thousand  per  annum. 

In  1908  the  birth  rate  was  33*4  per  thousand  per  annum. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths,  after  deducting  those  of  non- 
residents who  have  died  in  the  District,  and  adding  those 
of  residents  who  have  died  outside  the  District,  is  195,  and 
gives  a death  rate  of  19*1  per  thousand  per  annum. 


In  1907  the  death  rate  was  15*6  per  thousand  per  annum. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  of 
residents  which  have  occurred  in  each  Township  during 
each  quarter  of  the  year,  also  ages  at  which  the  deaths 
took  place. 
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ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 


Tliere  have  been  41  deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease,  wliich 
gives  a death  rate  of  4 per  tiiousand  per  aimiim. 


Of  these  deaths,  21  occurred  in  Earsdon  Township.

5 „ Mnrton 
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Thirty-five  were  under  one  year,  four  between  one  and 
five,  and  two  between  twenty-five  and  sixty-five  years  of 
age. 


PHTHISIS  DEATH  RATE. 

There  have  been  eleven  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the 
year,  which  gives  a death  rate  of  1*07  per  thousand  per 
annum,  an  increase  of  *27  per  thousand  from  that  of  last 
year. 

Following  are  Tables  of  Statistics,  and  Table  showing 
the  causes  of,  and  ages  at  which  the  deaths  took  place.

(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institu- 
tions, whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to  be  inchich-d  with 
the  other  deaths  in  the  colnmns  for  the  several  age  groups  (colnnnis 
2-8),  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  bo  included  among  the  deaths 
in  their  respective  “ Localities  ” according  to  tlie  previous  addresses 
of  the  deceased  as  given  l)y  tlie  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-resi- 
dents ” occurring  in  public  institutions  in  tlie  district  are  in  like 
manner  to  be  ex'iudejl  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

(/')  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  Dieaning  of  “Residents”  and  “ AVn- 
residents,”  and  as  to  tlie  “Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into 
account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “ Localities  ” in 
Table  IV,  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district, 
whether  of  “ Residents  ” or  of  “ N^on-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to 
being  dealt  with  as  in  note  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

{d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “ Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  Talile 
IV.  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table 
II.,  sub-columns  (c).  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2 of 
Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(r)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  Epidemic  Enteritis,  Infective  Enteritis, 
Zymotic  Enteritis,  Summer  Diarrhoea,  Dysentery  and  Dysenteric 
Diarrhoea,  Choleraic  Diarrhoea,  Cholera,  Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  Diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease 
should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  JMuco-enteritis,  Gastro-enteritis,  and  Gastritis 
(see  under  the  heading  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables 
IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed  immediately  below,  but  separately  from, 
those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumer- 
ation above.  This  is  particularly  important  for  deaths  under  one 
year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths  in  infancy  returned  as  due  to 
Enteritis  are  really  caused  bj^^  Epidemic  Diarriioea.  In  the  course  of 
years,  by  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable 
to  ascertain  the  probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different 
headings. 

f)  Under  the  headings  of  “ Cancer  ” and  “ Puerperal  Fever  ” should  be 
included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these 
general  terms.  Thus  : Under  “ Cancer  ” should  be  included  deaths 
from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  Disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma, 
Sarcoma,  Villous  Tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  Bladder,  Rodent  Ulcer. 
Under  “ Puerperal  Fever  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyjemia, 
Septicfemia,  Sapr^emia',  Pelvic  Peritonitis,  Peri-  and  Endo-Metritis 
occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

{g)  Under  “ Congenital  Defects  ” in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Atelectasis,  Icterus  Neonatorum,  Navel  Hjemorrhage,  jMalformations, 
and  Congenital  Hydrocephalus. 

(li)  Under  “ Tuberculous  Meningitis  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute 
Hydrocephalus. 

{i)  Under  “ Other  Tuberculous  Diseases  ” are  to  be  included  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis,  Tuberculosis  of  Bones,  Joints,  and  other  Organs,  Lupus 
and  Scrofula. 

[j)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest 
cases  are  to  be  classed  as  “ Certified  ;”  all  other  deaths  are  to  be 
regarded  as  “Uncertified.” 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I.,  11.,  HI., 
IV.,  and  V.,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  have  been  89  deaths  of  cliildren  under  one  year, 
which  gives  a mortality  i*ate  of  227  ])er  1000  births,  an 
increase  of  95*3  on  that  of  last  vear. 

Of  these  deaths,  46  occurred  in  Barsdon  Township, 
which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  328’5  per  1000  births;  7 
occurred  in  Backworth  Township,  which  gives  a mortality 
rate  of  132  per  1000  births  ; 21  occurred  in  Holywell  Town- 
ship, which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  173*6  per  1000  births ; 

I and  15  occurred  in  Murton  Township,  which  gives  a 
j mortality  rate  of  192*3  per  1000  births. 

! 

The  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality  calls  for  serious 
attention. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  general  health  of  the 

District  has  steadily  improved  through  the  efforts  of  the 

i Council  and  its  officers  to  improve  the  sanitation  of  the 

I District,  and  yet  we  have  this  serious  increase  in  the  infant 

! death  rate  from  preventable  causes.

I After  the  many  warnings,  mothers  cannot  now  plead 
j ignorance.  I must  point  out  in  the  first  place  that  the 
I great  majority  of  the  deaths  were  from  diarrhoea,  pointing 
directly  to  careless  and  improper  feeding.  Now,  in  every 
case  which  came  under  my  observation,  the  child  fed  on 
breast  milk  recovered,  while  every  fatal  case  was  a bottle- 
! fed  child. 

This  is  very  emphatic  evidence  of  the  advantage  a child 
has  in  having  its  natural  food  during  the  prevalence  of  this 
disease,  so  common  at  a certain  time  of  the  vear. 

1 t 
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An  effort  should  be  made  to  impress  upon  mothers  the 
additional  safety  and  advantage  to  a child  in  being  fed 
upon  breast  milk.  Where  from  special  causes  this  is  not 
possible,  only  sterilized  milk  should  be  used ; and  it  is  for 
the  Council  to  consider  whether  they  should  find  means  for 
sterilizing  the  milk  supply  of  the  District. 

Premature  birth  and  debility  from  birth  form  the  other 
chief  factors  in  the  high  deatli  rate.  The  causes  of  these 
are  obvious,  and  increased  knowledge  and  care  on  the  part 
of  the  parents  are  necessary  to  bring  about  an  improve- 
ment.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

TJiere  have  been  126  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
during  the  year,  as  against  79  last  year. 

The  diseases  notified  v^ere  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever, 
Continued  Fever,  Di])htheria  and  Erysipelas,  which  have 
occurred  at  the  places  and  in  the  inonths  indicated  below. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

For  tv-three  cases  have  occurred  during  the  vear,  an 
increase  of  19  on  last  year,  I'epresenting  an  attack  rate  of 
4*21  per  1000,  as  against  2*5  in  1907. 

Earsdon  Township.— Eight  cases;  2 in  January,  1 in 
April,  1 in  May,  2 in  September,  1 in  October,  and  1 in 
November. 

Back  WORTH  Township. — Nineteen  cases ; 2 in  March, 

2 in  May,  2 in  June,  2 in  July,  2 in  August,  3 in  September, 

2 in  October,  1 in  November,  and  3 in  December. 

Holywell  Township. — Sixteen  cases ; 1 in  January,  2 
in  February,  2 in  June,  1 in  July,  1 in  August,  3 in 
September,  5 in  October,  and  1 in  November.

Murton  Township. — No  case. 

This  disease  has  again  been  of  a mild  type,  and  no  fatal  | 
case  occurred.  Eight  cases  were  treated  in  the  Hospital. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

There  have  been  five  cases  of  this  disease,  an  increase 
of  3 on  last  year. 

Earsdon  Township. — One  case  in  November. 

Backworth  Township. — No  case. 

Holywell  Township. — Four  cases  ; 1 in  April,  and  3 in 
November. 

Murton  Township.— No  case. 

This  disease  was  evidently  imported  from  a neighbour- 
ing district  where  the  disease  was  prevalent. 
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CONTINUED  FEVER 

"^riiere  have  been  five  cases  of  this  disease,  all  in  Holy- 
well  Townsliij3,  2 in  February,  and  3 in  June. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

There  have  been  23  cases  of  Ei^ysipelas,  5 being  from 
Earsdon  Township,  5 from  Back  worth  Township,  9 from 
Holywell  Township,  and  4 from  Miirton  Township. 

As  in  previous  reports,  I may  add  that  the  number  of 
patients  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease  is  abnormal. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  have  been  50  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Earsdon  Township. — Twenty-one  cases  ; 6 in  January, 
3 in  February,  5 in  March,  2 in  April,  1 in  September,  1 in 
November,  and  3 in  December. 

Backworth  Township. — Ten  cases ; 2 in  January,  3 in 
February,  1 in  July,  3 in  November,  and  1 in  December. 

FIolyw^ell  Township.^ — Fifteen  cases  ; 5 in  January,  3 in 
March,  1 in  April,  1 in  September,  and  5 in  December. 

Murton  Township.— Four  cases;  1 in  January,  1 in 
February,  1 in  November,  and  1 in  December. 

'Phese  were  a continuation  of  the  epidemic  of  last  year 
as  fourteen  of  them  occurred  in  January.  The  cases  have 
been  very  mild,  only  one  proving  fatal.  Twenty-nine  were 
treated  in  the  Hospital,  and  every  precaution  was  taken 
to  isolate  the  others.  The  Schools  in  the  District  were 
disinfected.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Your  district  has  liad  during  the  year  a coustaut  supply 
of  water  of  good  quality  and  comparatively  free  from  risk 
of  pollution,  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company. 

With  few  exceptions,  the  inhabitants  of  Holywell  Village 
now  take  their  watei-  supply  from  the  main. 

The  total  consumption  for  domestic  purposes  has  been 
27,557,000  gallons,  an  increase  of  2,096,000  gallons  on  that 
of  last  year. 

The  average  consumi)tion  has  been  7’4  gallons  per  head 
per  day,  as  against  7T  gallons  last  year. 

LIGHTING. 

The  main  roads  in  Murton  Township  are  lighted  by  gas, 
and  in  the  other  Townships  by  electricity.  Most  of  the 
houses  are  supplied  with  gas  by  the  Tynemouth  Gas 
Company. 

SCAVENGING. 

Tlie  disposal  of  tlie  refuse  is  still  done  by  dividing  the 
district  into  fourteen  sections  that  are  let  to  the  various 
contractors  by  tender,  who  must  empty  the  ashpits  at 
least  once  in  four  weeks,  or  more  frequently  if  necessary. 
The  scavenging  has  not  been  quite  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  The  large  and  uncovered  aslqhts  should  be  dealt 
with. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

I have,  in  company  with  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  visited 
the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  which  we  found  in  good  order. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  I have  inspected.  They  are  kept  in  good  order, 
but  I thinlv  suitable  bye-laws  should  be  issued  for  their 
: proper  control,  and  a proper  supply  of  water  insisted  upon. 

SEWERAGE. 

A new  sewer  lias  been  laid  to  the  main  at  Clark’s  House, 
to  carry  off  tJie  sewerage  from  the  East  Holywell  part  of 
the  district. 

1 With  the  exception  of  Bates  Cottages,  where  new  sewer- 
I age  works  are  contemplated,  the  whole  of  the  sewerage  of 
the  District  goes  directl}^  to  the  sea.

Gentlemen. 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  tlie  year 
ending  December  31st,  1908. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  plans  have  been  presented  and  approved 
for  76  houses,  and  32  have  been  erected  including  one 
School  at  Seaton  Terrace. 

As  mentioned  in  my  previous  reports,  all  new  property 
erected  have  earth  closets,  these  are  a great  improvement 
on  the  old  style  of  aslipits.  The  earth  closets  are  cleaned 
out  at  least  every  two  weeks. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS. 

During  the  year  the  following  works  have  been 
completed,  Hartburn  Terrace  and  Baxter’s  Buildings,  at  the 
cost  of  £311  15s.  5d. 

Brookland  Terrace,  E^orsytli  Street,  Mafeking  Terrace, 
and  Coronation  Terrace,  cost  £425  13s.  4d. 

The  Back  worth  Coal  Oom])any  have  finished  one  Row  at 
C Pit,  Backworth. 

Tlie  East  Holywell  Goal  Company  have  laid  a 4-feet 
cement  footpath  along  all  tlie  streets  at  Bates  Cottages. 

Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  the  streets  at  Earsdon 
Road  and  Laurel  Terrace,  and  these  will  be  put  in  hand 
during  1909. 

Arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the  Coal 
Companies’  to  have  all  their  streets  made  good  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Council. 
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Churcli  Pit' Road. — This  road  has  been  made  good  for  a 
distance  of  about  880  yards  from  the  Churcfj,  Earsdon,  to 
the  East  Holywell  Colliery  Railway,  at  the  cost  of 
£587  9s.  Id. 

The  work  has  been  stopped  on  account  of  the  land 
owner’s  refusal  to  allow  the  road  to  be  made  over  liis  land, 
but  arrangements  have  been  come  to,  and  another  start 
1 has  been  made  with  the  work. 

I The  main  road  from  Backwortli  Village  to  Killingworth 
I has  been  widened  and  improved;  also  about  200  yards 
! granite  kerb  and  300  yards  of  asphalt-footjmth  laid  during 
the  year. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  main  outfall  sewer  is  completed  from  the  North  Sea 
i at  Whitley  to  the  North  End  of  North  Row,  East 

i 

; Holywell,  a distance  of  5,532  yards,  at  the  cost  of  £4,030. 
j This  conveys  the  sewerage  from  the  Parish  of  Earsdon, 

! Murton  Parish,  Backwortli  Rows,  Back  worth  A^illage, 

I West  Holywell,  East  Holywell,  Old  Allotment  in  the 
j Borough  of  Tynemouth,  and  the  West  Allotment,  in  the 
Tynemouth  Rural  District  to  the  Sea. 

The  Five  houses  at  the  Lane  Side  have  been  connected 

/ 

to  the  main  sewer. 

The  sewer  at  Hartburn  Terrace  has  been  taken  up  and 
relaid,  and  three  extra  manholes  and  flushing  tank  fixed. 

A new  9-inch  sewer  was  laid  to  South  Street,  Bertram 
Place,  for  the  new  houses  that  have  been  erected  at  the 
cost  of  £61  Os.  Od. 

I have  prepared  plans  for  sewerage  wmrks  at  Bates 
Cottages,  and  a start  will  be  made  as  soon  as  the  land  can 
be  obtained. 

Several  ventilating  shafts  have  been  erected  in  the 
District,  and  the  main  sew^ers  are  periodically  flushed  by 
flushing  tanks  which  are  placed  at  the  head  of  all  main 


sewers. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Y^our  District  is  supplied  by  water  from  the  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Water  Company. 

Thirty -two  new  services  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 

The  water  mains  have  been  extended  at  Hugh  Avenue, 
Charles  Avenue,  James  Avenue,  South  Street,  Wallace 
Terrace,  and  Brookland  Terrace. 


There  are  still  a few  tenants  that  have  to  carry  their 
water  from  the  well  at  Holywell  Y^illage,  although  your 
water  main  is  laid  through  the  village. 

Pour  new  lengths  of  hose  for  Fire  Brigade  purposes  have 
been  purchased,  and  the  other  hose  overhauled.  Only  one 
fire  occurred  during  the  year.

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  all  purposes  in  the 
district  has  been  33,729,000  gallons,  as  against  32,175,000 
gallons  last  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  seven  slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  These 
I have  inspected  from  time  to  time,  they  are  kept  in  fairly 
good  condition. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  reports,  byelaws  ought  to  be 
made  for  the  control  of  these  premises. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

These  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  instructions 
given  to  the  occupiers  as  to  the  cleansing,  whitewashing, 


&c. 


No  notices  have  had  to  be  sent  out  in  regard  to  these. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


All  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  are  visited,  and 
if  willing  the  ])atients  are  removed  to  the  Hosthtal,  and  the 
houses  fumigated. 

Owing  to  an  outl)reak  of  diphtheria,  the  Schools  were 
closed  and  fumigated. 

Disinfectants  in  all  cases  are  sup])lied  gi^atis. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS. 


These  are  also  inspected  from  time  to  time.  I have 
served  one  notice  on  the  Brickworks  to  provide  ju'oper 
earth  closets  which  has  l)een  attended  to. 


SCAVENGING. 


The  scavenging  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  district  is 
still  carried  out  by  contract.  It  has  been  let  for  a term 
of  three  years  and  will  expire  this  year.  Tlie  work  in 
several  districts  has  not  been  very  well  done.  Owing  to 
one  of  the  Contractors  not  attending  to  tJie  work  properly, 
it  was  taken  from  him. 

The  contract  price  being  the  same  as  last  year,  the  cost 
works  out  as  follows  : —

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LIGHTING. 

The  mail]  roads  in  the  district  are  lighted  by  electricity, 
power  being  supplied  by  the  Backworth  Coal  Company. 

An  extra  lamp  has  been  fixed  near  the  Schools,  Earsdon, 
making  a total  of  151  c.p.  lamps,  and  5,875  units  have  been 
used  at  6d.  per  unit,  at  the  cost  of  £146  13s.  6d.,  as  against 
£159  Is.  6d.  last  year. 

The  roads  at  New  York  and  Murton  are  lighted  by  36 
gas  lamps.  The  gas  being  supplied  by  the  Tynemouth  Gas 
Company. 

It  is  intended  to  light  the  main  road  from  Wheat  Sheaf 
to  the  Power  Station  by  gas  lamps,  as  soon  as  the  Comity 
Council  makes  the  new  footpath.

All  uncovered  ashpits  done  away  with,  and  proper  earth 
closets  or  water  closets  built. 

Open  channels  as  a means  of  drainage  done  away  with, 
and  separate  drains  for  each  house.

Byelaws  for  slaughter  houses  and  the  water  laid  on  to 
every  house.
